Controlling 
Cereal Smut 


Formalin Found To Be the Only 
Satisfactory Treatment For 


Seed Grain 

At the Rust Research Lakoratory 
at Winnipeg, tests were made of a 
number of methods of controlling 
smut in seed grain. Seed treatments 
with formalin and some copper car- 
bonate preparations were conducted 
in co-operation with the Experiment- 
al Stations at Brandon, Manitoba, In- 
dian Head and Scott, Saskatchewan, 
and Lacombe, Alberta, The tests were 
made swith oats covered with smut 
spores. Varieties such as Longfellow 
and Leader, both highly susceptible 
to smut, were used. Of the different 
preparations tried, formalin was 
found to be the only one that can be 
relied upon to destroy smut in oats 
The other substances tested reduced 
the amount of smut, but-none gave 
even fair control. In the use of form 
alin the spray treatment seemed to be 
superior to either the dip or the 
sprinkle method. The strength of 
the solution in the former case was 
equal parts of water and formalin 
The grain was turned with a shovel 
while the solution was sprayed over 
the seed with a sprayer such as ts 
used in applying insecticides to trees 
or garden crops. The officers in charge

I wanted to know just how they 
did make money. Does the modern 


country newspaper publisher keep ac- | 


counts like a business man, or does 
he just guess at his profits, as the 
old-timers used to do--and usually 
guessed wrong? 


“That's one ot the things we are! 


doing in our state and regional press 
associations,” said the Iowa man, 
“Teaching the country editor how to 
figure his costs and base his adver- 
tising and subscription rates upon 
them is one of the important items in 
the work of our organizations, Too 
many of them are still guessing at 
costs, In fact, the former president 
of the National Editorial Association, 
Herman Roe, recently said that uc- 
counting was the weakest spot in the 
whole rural newspaper field.” 

“T was at the meeting when Roe 
said that,” put in Bert Mills. “He 
asked for estimates of the cost of 
producing a six column, eight-page 
paper, 2,000 copies. Would you fellows 
believe that those estimates ran all 
the way from $75 to $3007 The men 
who were publishing the papers didn’t 
know, most of them, what it cost 
them, How are you going to sell ad- 
vertising space at a fair price? And 
you can't prove that unless you know 
What it costs you, 

“T think I've got the costs pretty 
well worked out in the Gazette plant, 
but it took my older boy, fresh from 
college, to show me where I had omit- 
ted a lot of items in my old way of 
figuring, Now we charge up to costs 
not only the wages paid and material 
used but a rental by the week for 


each machine, high enough to cover! 


depreciation and interest on the in- 
vestment, a fair rent for the building 
and everything else we can think of 
in the way of expense, including my 
own salary, and then we add a profit 
at an arbitrary figure on top of all 
that, to be safe. 

I run a sixteen-page, six-column 
paper, and print a little more than 
3,000 copies every week, I average 
about 1,000 inches of advertising euch 
issue. Figured the way I've just de- 


scribed, it costs about $446 an issue, 


to produce. IT get 40 cents an inch 
for advertising space, or about $400 
an isSue, That may look as if the 
Gazette were headed for bankruptcy, 
but that apparent loss of $46 a week 
is offset, first, by the 25 per cent, pro- 
fit, which has been figured into the 
all along the line, so that on ad- 


vertising alone there is a profit in 
getting out the paper of $65.50 a 


week, I draw a salary of $60 a week, 
which is included in the costs. Those 
two items come to $6,500 a year, and 
the subscription revenue runs another 
$7,500. The interest on the invest-

my profits above $15,000 a year, with- 
out counting legal advertising, sale 
of extra copies and such items.”

White people were admitted to the 
Hindu temple at Durban for the first 
time to watch the fire-walking cere- 
mony which has just been held there. 

An enormous bonfire was lit, and 
when many tons of firewood had been 
reduced to a wide carpet of glowing 
charcoal an orchestra of reed pipes 
and tomtoms began playing weird In- 
dian music. 

The “Soutris,” or fire walkers, had 
silver pins stuck into their flesh and 
skewers pierced their tongues. They 
carried heavy burdens and some of 
them walked on nails which had been 
driven through the soles of their 
wooden sandals. <A wild outburst of 
music arose, and they stepped fear- 
lessly into the pit and walked across 
the fire. 

Many of them crossed the redhot 
layer of embers several times «and 
seemed to feel no pain. Major Rich- 
ards, Chief of Police, and two doctors 
then examined them. Not a burn or 
blister was to be found on the feet of 
the fire walkers. When the pins were 
withdrawn from their there 
was no bleeding.

Swedish Paper Finds Majority Favor |

It As World Tongue 

The English language is better| 
suited to become a world tongue than 
Esperanto, Ido or any of the artificial | 
languages, maintains Professor R. EF. | 
Zachrisson, Swedish scholar. Punctur- | 
ing the theory that these languages 
are easier to learn than the establish- | 
ed tongues and stressing the fact that 
English is understood by 200,000,000 
people in every corner of the globe, 
whereas Esperanto, for instance, is 


thousand, the professor finds reason 
to believe that English will be the fu- 
ture world language. 

To ascertain to what extent the citi- 
zens of Stockholm understand and 
speak foreign tongues, a newspaper 
of the Swedish capital recently made 
an interesting investigation, A re- 
porter capable of speaking many dif- 
ferent languages was sent out to 
question at random a number of peo- 
ple, men and women, in various walks 
of life. German, I’rench, Italian, Rus- 
sian and the artificial languages of 
Esperanto and Ido were spoken and | 
understood by only a few people, | 
whereas the majority had a _ fair 
knowledge of English. The quest gave | 
the result that a stranger in Stock-| 
holm may be reasonably assured of 
being understood if he or she knows 
English.
